Each of the five confer- 
ences on "Developing, tho 
Talents of Illinois Youth" held 
recently was attended by 
approximately :w<» persons 
representing educational and 
professional fields, agrleul- 
ture.-busiuess andclvlc organ- 
1/ations. 

These conferences were 
called in cooperation with 
Superintendent of Public In- 
struction George T, Wllklns; 
in order that the results of a 
comprehensive study project 
In this field could be thor- 
oughly explained. Illinois 
laces awesome problems and 
similarly striking opportuni- 
ties in the field of education. 

At a time when a growing 
school enrollment poses se- 
vere problems of providing 
enough well-trained teachers, 
adequate classroom space and 
supporting services, we have 
become aware of a great edu- 
cational need that goes far 
beyond mere quantity, one 
that goes to the very heart of 
education — quality. 

The educational problems 
facing Illinois and our nation 
include the alarming loss of 
talent from early high sclioool 
dropouts. This sets off a 
chain reaction which makes 
suitable employment oppor- 
tunities in a technological 
world virtually non-existent 
and triggers the extension of 






delinquent patterns of be- 
havior. 

In addition, our problems 
include extending educational 
opportunities to mentally and 
yhystcatly handicapped youth 
lacing the problems, both 
rural and urban In character, 
of socially and' economically 
underprivileged youth. 

Unless the schools and so- 
ciety in general attend to 
these prob items, we can ex- 
pect the cost of public wel- 
fare programs, expanding law 
enforcement and penal oper- 
ations to increase further. 

An advisory council has 
completed an extensive stfr- 
vcy of these needs and at Trie 
conferences made recom- 
mendations to meet the prob- 
lems. Interest of the .confer- 
ees was most gratifying, and 
their criticisms and sugges- 
tions will be helpful in draft- 
ing the final reports of the 
study to he filed with the Gen- 
eral Assembly before Dee. 1. 

The tentative recommend- 
ations were reported at the 
conferences by Dr. David N. 
Jackson, coordinator of the 
Special Study Project for 
Gifted Children, and William 
M. Rogge, research consult- 
ant for this project. As these 
recommendations are quite 
detailed, I Intend to outline 
the more important . aspects 
of them in subsequent weekly 
reports.

Last Month's Deaths 
Show Huge Decrease 

■'Traffic deaths in Illinois 
during April totaled 125, a 
sharp. decrease of 26 deaths or 
17 per cent, from the same 
month of a year ago,. W, J, 
Payes, J.Ir.i director of the; Illi- 
nois Department of Public 
works and buildings, 'has re-; 
ported. 

Based on statistics com- 
piled by the Division of High- 
way s and tiic 'Illinois State 
Police, Payes said jilie .total 
number of truffle deaths for 
the first four months of this 
year now stands at 475, a re- 
duction of ! per cent from 
520 j for the same period a 
year ago. 

The first four mouths have 
accounted for an j average of 
561, or 28 per cent of the an- 
nual total of traffic fatalities 
during the 10'ycar period 
1051-1000. In 1961, the four- 
month period made up 20 per 
cent of the total. 

The death' toll from traffic 
accidents has been greater in 
May than in April during each 
year of the 10-year (1051- 
1000) period. The average 
increase has been 18 [tor cent, 
or-SG- fatalities. -—._-_,
